The New Commauder ot the British Forces 
Arrives at Halifax. 

Halifax, N. S., May 25.— The stoainer 
"Caspian," from Liverpool, brought the 
now commander of tho British forces 
liere, Lieut.

MB. GLADSTONE ON "THE BATTLE 
OFUMBKLIEF." 

We recently drew attention to the 
amazing versatility and vitality exhibited 
by Mr. Gladstone in his discussion of the 
current (luestionsof tho hour. Apparently 
the old man cannot have enough of work. 
Uo is still eager for the fraj-. whether in 
tho lield of politics, literature or religion. 
Hu conies to liis varied tasks alert and 
smiling, and manages to get through work 
whiob, in amount and variety, might very 
well task to the utmost the energies of 
very muoh younger men. In tho Nine- 
temth (piwiht»n^.f9r ,Maiy be does battle for 
religious orthodoxy .with all, his old-time 
onejgy and -power, and' shows himself 
quite aa much at home as ever in a field as 
remote from Irish or Imperial politics as 
anything well could be. Tiie occasi(jn of 
this paper is the appearance of a very re- 
markable novel called "Robert Elsmore," 
tlie aim of which ia to o.^cpel tho preter- 
natural element from Christianity, to 
destroy . its dogmatio structure, yet to 
keep' intact the moral and spiritual results'. 
Attempts of.this kind have of teti, before 
this^.beeii made, with, what success the 
whole history of Ohristianity makes mani- 
fest.' The desire anid effort in such cases 
have ever been to get quit of what has 
well been described by St. Paul as "tho 
offence of tho cross." Men ami wmiien 
in multitudes have been saying "Wo ad- 
mire tho moral teaching of Christianity, 
its humility, its tender self-denial, its

loft out, and witli all il,-, ethical sweetness 
iind lit^lit retained, and, if jjossible, in 
tonsified."

-can be secured.^ /Mr. : Gladstone, on the 
other baud, wliilo bearing strong testi-

Tho "cross " 
would no doubt bo oliininated, and Christi- 
anity would have been freed from its

Mr, Foster in r«ply said: As regards 
the lobster fishery, 1 may say that it was 

my intention, if possiblo, to transfer tho 
live lobsters from the Atlantic coast to tho 
coast of British Columbia. My hon, 
friend v.'ill rcinouibor if he has ttkon an 
interest in this subject, and I know ho 
has, that the United States Government 
made an attempt to transfer lobsters to 
tho Pacific coast, and that thejr mot with 
a failure. I had. some experiments car- 
ried on last ymr^jio as to ascertain how 
long lobsters could be kept alive and un- 
der what conditions ; first during warmer 
weather and afterwards during the colder 
season. 1 had arranged to send a ship- 
ment out to British Columbiiv in the late 
fall, but after making tho arrangements 
they foil through on account of the impos- 
sibility of getting^' a sufficient number 
of lobsters at that season of the year. A 
certain amount of expense was incurred 
in that experiment but the money has not 
been lost as we have received full inform 
ation as to how long lobsters can be kept 
1 intended this year to have a shipment 
mado, but when I was in the United 
States the tishory commissioner at Now 
York informed mo that he intended to 
make an experiment in that direction 
this :^ear, ahd"!^ concluded that it would 
be wiser to allow him to make his experi 
lueiit and then to adopt his methods if 
thoy wore successful, and to avoid his 
errors if the experiment was not success 
ful. With reference to tho deep sea 
lisherios on tho Pacific coast my hon. 
fri- nd knuwa that 1 sent out a vessel tho 
yt.ir hcforo-lasb,'' buf^that vessel was 
iitlu late in starthig. Last year 
intended to follow that up, but the 
vessel I had chartered and made 
arrangements with went out sualing and 
did not get back as early as was intended, 
and 1 did not wish to meet tho same diffi- 
culty on account of the lateness of tho 
season in the. previous year.. . ^This year I 
intend tu send our own steamer there 
about tho middle of July, to make six «v 
eight weeks experiments with- reference 
to those fisheries. 

Mr. Lovitt asked tho minister to state 
from the result of his ox](erinients, how 
long a lobster can bo kept alive. 

Mr. Foster replied: The experiments 
showed that they could be kopt alive 
eight or ton days. A lobster was sent 
from Campbelltown, or near thore, to 
Ottawa and it was alivo and kicking when 
it came here, tliat was about ten days, 1 
think.

THE STEAUSUIP SUfiSIUr. 

Mr. E. 0. Baker, U. P., States that It will be 
Maintained— Letter from the PoBtmaster- 
Oeiieral on the 8uUlect. 

Mr. E. Crew Baker, M.P., who arrived 
home on Friday night, was interviewed 
yesterday by a representative of TllK 
CotoMsr, particularly m regard to the 
steamship service betwuon Victoria and 
Snn Francisco. 

Rop. — What position is the subsidy for 
the Victoria-San Francisco ateamsliip 
service in / . 

Mr. Baker — Immediately on arriving 
at Ottawa 1 took up tho matter of the 
steamship subsidy and was always ably 
seconded by my colleague, Mr. Prior, 
who at (Uice became very i)ii|)ular socially 
and politically in Ottawa. Wo were in- 
formed by Sir John and tho Postinaster- 
Goiieral that the terms of union \v(mld be 
strictly and faithfully adhered to, but 
they ccnild not see tho advisability or 
necessity of paying money for a service 
especially to a foreign comiiany) who, 
from their expressions in ivriting, were 
perfectly satisfied that such a subsidy to 
them should be discontinued. The gov- 
ernment therefore saw no necessity for 
making a provision in the eatinuitea for 
the maintenance of a service which, as far 
as they could see, could and would be per- 
formed without the payment of such a. 
subsidy. Uno notice was given to tho 
company of tho intention of the govern- 
ment to discontinue the subsidy at tho unci 
of 1887iand to which no demur was made, 
but on tho contrary a most felicitous let- 
tor was received exiiressivo of their appre- 
ciation of the satishictory relations in the 
past, and drawing an invidicnis diatinctioii 
between the treatment received from tho 
Canadian government and that of the 
United States. Tho Pacitic Coast Steam- 
ship company did not intimate that the 
scrvico would bo altered from that already 
existing. 

Rep. — Did you secure any delinite (jr 
written statement from the govc'iinieiit 
concerning the matter ? 

Mr. Baker — Yes; 1 waited ujion the 
postmastor-genenil for a tinid interview at 
his private residencu on the pan^e eyeiiing 
1 left Ottawa — Saturday last. From him 
1 received tho following letter :

Tlie Coi'tainty of Wator for Irrljra- 
tioii Keliig' Seeured by Boring. 



Mr. K. B. NoKay, C. E., Reporta on tho 
Mutter— Summary of the FliidtuKi of 
Ills Surveys In the Dry Couutry 
of tlie Interior. 



Mr, B. B. McKay, C. E., who was em- 
ployed by tho provincial government for 
tilts purpose of exploring the dry country 
of the interior with a view to determin- 
ing tlio probability of water being secured 
for irrigation purposes by means uf arte- 
sian wells, baa proseutod his report to the 
govuruntont. During the course' of his 
surveys, Mr. McKay visited the valleys of 
the 'ihompsoii find North and South 
Tlioniiiaoii rivers, Orand Prairie, Spal- 
lumcliueu and Mission Valleys, Okanugan 
and the country between, Vernon and 
Round Prairies, Cache Greek and Nicola 
Valloya, 

The fiiut place visited was Trunquillo, 
at the ujiper end of Kamloops lake. He 
travelled uluni; the baae of the ridge of 
rouky hills which bound the extensive flat 
of laud lying on. the north bank of the 
river. This Hat has only Tramjuille 
Creek at the extreino wosterlj' end of the 
valley, and this creek only aupplioa w<itor 
suflieieiit to irrigate two farms and drive 
Fortune's saw and grist mills. Behind 
this first range of hills ia an extensive 
plateau of undulating land, composed of 
drift deposit, lying in an exceedingly ir- 
regular rocky bod, The whole plateau is 
stiiiUled with lakes friiin a few liinidred 
feet to inie or two miles long. Most of 
these lakes have 110 outlet (on the sur- 
face) except what is duo to soakage, and 
yet their levela vary sonietinies as much 
as fifty feet, when the hikes are not more 
than a few hundred feet apart. IMr. Mc- 
Kay is of opinion that thuru exists some 
unaerground channel which carries the 
water to tho loM-er levels of the valley. 
As thoro oxista ia llie l.iiter a thick sirala 
of clay tho water does not rise to the sur- 
face, but is kept down by the oveilying 
strata of clay, lie conaidera that this 
water-bearing stiata can be struck by bor 
ing in the valley, and that the depth will 
not exceed more than 300 or 400 feet. 

Oil the north ard south banks of tho 
South Thompson Rivera, the watei'shed 
is great, out cjf all proportion to the water 
iu the creeks, aiul it is thought that bor- 
ing (in the lower benches would strike the 
w.ater stratii, uii the south aide at a depth 
of iiOG feet. In aonio ciiaea small springs 
occur ill a bunk of quicksand, and con- 
tinuo torun when there is no )vator on the 
surface, showing that they are supplied 
fro III a great depth. 

tiiaiid Pniirio is said to bo either the 
filled lip or drained bed of a lake, and has 
an elevation of 2,000 feet. The 8almon 
River, w hich lias its rise in Salmon Lake, 
tu the Hoiitlivvest of the valley, runs 
tlirougli tho prairie and is extensively used 
for irrigation during high water. During 
winter moiiths the river bed ia dry, and 
the first water used for irrigation is so 
Cold as to seriously retard the growth of 
cereals, and when water is wanted for 
roots the river is dry. Water for (ioiiiea- 
tic purposes is found in the gravel at a 
depth of forty feet. The subsoil of the 
vuiluy is gravel, and tho water draining 
through this causes the luwuuss uf water 
in tlio river. Summit Lake, wliich is 
used fur irrigation, could be made to 
furnish suUieieiit water for the whole val- 
ley by a proper system of lluming or stor- 
iige. Mr. McKay could not rocoiiiniend 
Ixu ing tu reach any water bearing strata, 
which iiiis{ht be struck at a gre.ut depth. 

In Okaiu^Oii llfission Valley consider- 
able (piantities cif laiid could be bnmght 
under cultivation by irrigation and it ia 
more than likely thnt-Water could be so- 
cured by boring. 

Slnu't-cut valley, opening out of Mis- 
sion valley, does not nflor any great ex- 
tent (if hind for irrigation, though water 
could bo secured at the nort|i end at )i 
do]. Ih of 200 feel. 

Mis",ioii l''lat is well supplic(l with water 
from iNI i.ssion Urcek, which stream is rap- 
idly chiingiiig its course, owing to the 
brunch wliicli pussea to the south of the 
Roipaii Catholic miaaion boing blocked by 
fallen and tioat timbor, t]iu8 forcing the 
water into tho northwest branch. Con- 
siderable ([uaiititiea of. land could be 
brought under cultivation at a slight ex- 
penditure for irrigation. 

Tho whole of Mission Valley and 
briiiicliing valloya have surrounding fea- 
tures wliich point to tho fact that iin 
abundant underground supply of water 
call be secured hy boring. 

An exaiiiiiiatiiin was made (jf the C(Uin- 
try auriouiidintr Vernon, as far as Plea- 
sant Valley, and the valley of tho Cold- 
Btreani, us far aa tho Nelson nmch. Un 
the high plateau above the town 
to the oast water ia much needed 
and Hiilfiuiciit could be secured by 
boring to command a large area. 
To the south east of tho town there 
is an lix.tensive plateau of good land, 
but too high to be beiielited by boring. 
In the valley of Swan lake ore numprons 
fine farms where water is. much needed. 
The vl^lley tn the oast is backed up by an 
extensive H'aterslied, and water (■(Hilil be 
obtained at a depth of from 150 to 300 
feel. Tiiining to the west, there js a tine 
idate.iii uf lunu lying between the road to 
.Saliiioii river and that to Laiiadowiie. Al- 
though extensively improved tho land is 
of little value withuub water, which there 
is no doubt could be secured by boring. 

Water ia much needed at Round Prairie. 
Mr. Schubert aunk a well 125 feet and 
bored 40 feet further without securing 
water. Tho well waa then iibaiidoned. 
Aiiollier well was tiieii started near the 
road from Suliiion river to a depth of J 20 
feet, bub no° water struck. Mr. McKay 
considers thia a good site for a bore, and 
tho present well could be utilized for the 
purpose. 

8[i:dliiinclieeii valley, including that 
]iart from LniiBdowne to Enderby, was 
cxapiiiied. Water could bo reached at 
Laii.sdowi 10 at a dejith from 200 to ,'!50 feet. 
Spaljuincbeen viillay proper is liounded o|i 
the east by a high' range of moiintjiiiis 
running north. At their foot a 
wooded undulating bench falls gradually 
to a slough-like stream called Bennett 
Creek. Rising from this creek is a flat 
bench from one ipjiirtcr to one mile in 
width. All tho land 011 this bench js 
under cultivation, though there ia po 
water for dnmestic or irrigati(jn i)ur|)ose8. 
U'ulls Imvu been sunk but no water 
reached. On the lleiiiiett it I.iiniby 
farm at tho depth of 115 feet the soil was 
found to be tlie same as that a few foot 
fioin the surface. To tho west of this 
boiicli arc undulating ridgca with some 
good land a in their hollows. It ia ex- 
treiiioly unlikely that water could be 
found hero by boring. Tho drainage of 
this upland is partly into Deep Cioek and 
partly into Bennett Creek, so that boring 
on tlio bench above the latter, water 
uii^lit ho mot with almost the ontiro 
length of the valley -xt a depth of 250 feet. 
Near the ranohoa of Fortune ond Camp- 
boll it would only be reached at a depth 
of 500 or fiOO feet. 

Nicola Valley, lying to tho west and on 
the north bank of Nioohi river, coutaiiis 
noino l,'t:00 acres of good land, but en- 
tirely without water. It was^proposed to 
iuiiie water from Mill Creek, a distance 
of four or live miles. Mr. IVfclvay con- 
sidered iu the face of the many draw- 
backs to thia scheme that a ditch, carry- 
ing 300 inches of the wator, would bo 
nio.TC costly than a toat boring, which 
would, on tho easterly line of Oorbett'u 
rancho, be quite likely to strike water at 
a dei>th of less than 300 feet. Further to 



the west there ia an extenaive flat of good 
land, where water could be obtained at a 

depth of 100 feet. 

Cache Creek was next examined. It is 
Mr. McKay's opinion that water could be 
secured to "Boston's Fai;m" from the 
eastern end of the valley. It was to this 
that the eight-mile ditch was constructed, 
costing about ^10,000, and when tinishod, 
owing to some fault in the leveling, it 
did not carry the water. Tho valley of 
Cache Creek, in which tho Semlin and 
Harper ranclies are situated. Tho latter 
is at the easterly end and a bore on the 
north-easterly foot-hill beyond thia ranch 
would be certain to yield an abundant 
supply of water. 

ill closing the report Mr. McKay ox- 
prciises his thanks to tho farmers and 
others in the upjiur country for the many 
acts of kindnesa received fnun them. 
Offers of assistance have been numerous, 
and should tho boring prove succesaful, 
tho parties benotitod have in every case 
ofierud to defray the entire cost of the 
work, providing. useful quantities uf wa- 
ter were secured. 

Included with tho report is a summary 
of the various districts visited. Boring 
in tho average strata noted would not 
cost moro than §2, or $52.00 at the most, 
pur foot, and iu places this would bo re- 
duced. Mr. McKay mentions the fact 
that in Victoria ia a guoil set of boring 
rods and all material fur sinking W9IU of 
tho description ro(|uirod, with the tubing 
and lining for the same. With a small 
outlay for repairs and tho purchase of a 
few augurs the outlit would be complete.
